MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT made in duplicate the Tenth day of 


October, 1917. 


THE GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF TORONTO, 
hereinafter called the GOVERNORS, 
OF THE FIRST. PART: 
an d- 


GENERAL OFFICER COMMANDING, MILITARY 
DISTRICT NUMBER 2, hereinafter called 
the G.0.C M.D, 72, 

F THE SECOND PART. 


The parties hereto agree in manner following, 


the use of the following accommodation upon the terms 
hereinafter set out:- 


(a) The North Residence and the Examination Hall 
in the rear of Convocation Hall from the 


date hereof until 15th May, 1918. 
a The use of the foregoing accommodation is upon 
the following terms:- 


(a) For the use of the North Residence the 
G.0.C. M.D.#2 undertakes to pay the Governors a weekly rental 
of 798.25, payable every four weeks. For this rental the 
Governors are to provide, water, heat, light, one telephone, 
so such tables, chairs, beds, mattresses and dressing 
tables as are at present installed, but not sheets, blankets, 
pillows,pillow gases and towels. The said rate is also 
to include ordinary repairs and renewals. 

(bd) For the use of the Examination Hall the 
G.O.C. M.D. # 2 undertakes to pay to the Governors a weekly 


rental of {£7.00 payable every four weeks, until 15th May, 


1918, covering the heating and lighting of this building. 


In addition to the above, owing to the difficulty 
of the supply of water for cooking and other purposes, the 
Governors agree that the G.0.C. M.D. # 2 is entitled to con- 
nect the water supply necessary for this building to the 


water supply for Convocation Hall, all of which water will 


pass through Convocation Hall meter, and the method of pay- 
ment for such water is to be calculated on the difference 
between the quarterly accounts rendered by the City of Toronto 


for water supplied to Convocation Hall during the years 


1916, 1917 and 1916. No lavatory accommodation is available 


Se (a) The G.0.C. Me. D. #2 agrees that no alterations 


or additions are to be made in any building or room except 


of the University. 

(b) The G.0.C H.D. #2 undertakes to provide, at 
his Own expense, the necessary cleaners to keep 
and rooms occupisd by them in a condition satisfactory 
to the Superintendent. 

(c) Cleaning materials, floor oil, wax, soap and 
toilet paper, for use in the various buildings, may be obtained 
from the Superintendent at cost price. 

(d) All repairs and renewals shall be made by the 
puperintendent of Buildings and Grounds. 

The G.O.C. Me D #8 undertakes to pay the cost of 
repairing all damage done, other than ordinary wear and tear, 
it being the intention of this asreement that the Training 
Depot is to maintain the buildings in the same condition as 
they are in at this date,
